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THE AMERICAN SAIL TRAINING ASSOCIATION 


The American Sail Training Association, founded in 1973, is an organization devoted to three purposes; 
promoting sail training as an educational and character building experience for young people, bringing together 
the sail training ships of the world in a spirit of friendship and international goodwill, and educating our young 
people in the values of our maritime traditions. 


Sail training races and cruises are our primary means of achieving these lofty purposes. The international races 
were originated in 1956 by the Sail Training Association, a worldwide organization headquartered in Great 
Britain, which has subsequently organized and run them in all even-numbered years. The American Sail 
Training Association was organized in 1973 as an affiliate of STA which would coordinate and run sail training 
activities on this side of the Atlantic. ASTA also runs the Tall Ships Races in the even-numbered years, with 


Class B and Class C races every year. 


The International Sail Training Races are planned to complement national or international events of major 
significance. For example, in 1972 the races were run in conjunction with that year’s Olympiad: in 1976 they 
came to the United States to add to our Bicentennial; and in 1980 they stopped at Boston in celebration of that 
city’s 350th Anniversary. This year, we are helping to celebrate Philadelphia’s 300th Birthday (Century IV!), 
followed by a journey to Lisbon, Portugal (where the “‘Tall Ships” went as part of their first organized race 
twenty-five years ago) for a Silver Jubilee visit. 


Race participants are divided into three classes: Class A, consisting of all square-rigged ships and all other 
sailing ships over 160’ long; Class B, consisting of all fore and aft-rigged sail training ships from 100’ to 160’ 
long; and Class C, consisting of all other ships and yachts over 30’ waterline length. At least 50% of each ship’s 
working complement must be cadets or trainees between the ages of 16 and 25, both men and women. 


The Class A ships are usually Navy or Merchant Navy ships, although some are owned by organizations or 
individuals; Class B’s are normally sailing schools, oceanographic research ships, and commercial sailing 
ships; and those of Class C are mainly private yachts which take young people aboard just for the races. 


The sail training races have fostered the growth of a wide-ranging program of adventure training under sail for 
young men and women. These programs effect professional training, international goodwill, oceanographic 
research, maritime preservation, and character building. They thus have the ability not only to touch the lives of 
many, but to bring to those so touched a new understanding of the importance of our inheritance from the sea. 
For information on this year’s races, ASTA and STA, the Americas and Europe, see the page following. 


Sail training cruises have recently become a regular feature of our program. They provide the opportunity for 
any young man or woman, 15 to 26, to sail offshore in a tall ship or a large fore and aft rigged ship. There they 
learn the challenge of wind and sea and the self-discipline and teamwork that it takes to sail a tall ship well. 
Though the cruises are usually only a week, the effect on the individual can be lasting. As an example of what 
these cruises have meant to one of our trainees, see page 8. Information on this year’s cruise opportunities follow 
on pages 6 and 7. Note too that scholarship assistance is available to help those who cannot handle the full cost. 
Write to ASTA asking for information on the scholarship program and indicate what cruise you are most 
interested in. 


Knowledge of maritime traditions and appreciation for our maritime heritage flow from these associations, and 
from the ports and people visited. In Gloucester with its fishing and building yards, in Newport with fishing, 
lobster and yachting activities, in the offshore islands with their reliance on the sea as livelihood and highway, 
one learns constantly the seaman’s point of view and the importance of doing things right, of one hand for the 
ship and one for yourself, and of an honest concern for your shipmate. The skills and crafts of the ships are not 
much changed from centuries ago, and the wooden ship is still both a work of art and a testimonial to the skill of 
the shipwright and the naval architect who built her. The beauty of the tall ships is more than halfin the respect 
they inspire for those who could conceive and fashion them! 


The American Sail Training Association is dedicated to preserving these experiences for our youngsters and 
ourselves so that the richness and character building of the tall ships’ experience will continue as a part of our 
national life and as a contribution to international goodwill.

ASTA is pleased to offer one-week sail training cruises for interested applicants 
on the above-listed ships during the summer of 1982. Cruises are available to men 
and women, 15 to 26 years of age, who seek an adventure at sea offshore in a "Tall 
Ship."" Three of the cruises are clustered around the ASTA "Tall Ships '82" events. 
The opportunity to meet and compete against and exchange ideas with the other 
young people at this international gathering comes only once in several years. 
Please see the back of this brochure for detailed write-ups on cruises. 


Trainees will stand regular watches and learn to perform all duties on the ship as 
part of a watch team on alternating four-hour duty around the clock (although climb- 
ing the rigging is optional depending on the individual's preference). They will 

be expected to care for their own gear, take a turn at cleaning and galley duty, 

and participate in sail handling--among other responsibilities. Marine biology 

or celestial navigation may be available on selected cruises. For trainees with 
adequate background, a personal qualification program leading to designation as 
able-bodied seaman or watch captain will be undertaken. Training is provided by 

the ship's officers and crew. An ASTA counselor provides general guidance. 


Qualifications: No sea experience is necessary, but all must be swimmers. No 
waiver will be given on ages for youth cruises; a limited number of adults over 
26 will be accommodated on starred cruise. No drugs or alcohol aboard. 


Cost: All cruises are six to nine days long and include all bunk, food, and 
training charges. Fees vary from $250 to $395. Trainees are responsible for their 
own transportation to and from embarkation and debarkation points, and for providing 
their own gear (nothing expensive to purchase). 


Groups: Groups of six or more are accommodated at 10% reduction in individual cost. 
With 10 or more, one counselor will be included at food cost only. Early application 
needed to reserve these spaces. 


Scholarships: Limited amount of assistance, from $50 up, available to worthy 
applicants based on confidential letter from qualified reference. Details on request.

ADVENTURESS - 101' Schooner, can accommodate up to 30 trainees. She sails regularly 
on one-week-plus sail training cruises in Puget Sound, embarking and disembarking 
near Seattle, Wash. 

TIME: July 17-25 (ASTA session; ages 19-26) COST: $250/8 days

*HARVEY GAMAGE - 115' Schooner, 27 trainees or parents/relatives/other adults. Cruise 
departs Mystic, Conn. on June 20th and arrives, Newport, R.I. on June 27th. Itinerary 
includes joining the ship during Windjammer Weekend at Mystic Seaport; competition 
in ASTA's Class B race: Mystic-Block Island-Newport; two days' sailing in Buzzard's 
Bay and Vineyard Sound with a stop at Martha's Vineyard; into Newport by Friday 
evening, June 25th, for "Tall Ships" events and Inshore Regatta over Saturday; under- 
way Sunday morning for participation in "Tall Ships" Parade of Sail and observation 
of Start of "Tall Ships" Transatlantic Race at 1400, with return to Newport.

Be Yourself At Sea 


Sixteen-year-old Janice Ameen, of Pawtucket, Rhode Island 
was one of the two Girl Scouts of Rhode Island chosen to sail 
last summer aboard Young America. She recently talked to 
members of the American Sail Training Association about her 
experience and this is what she said: 


‘All of us encounter problems and worries during our lifetime. 
Most of us worry about bills, work and making a living. We also 
worry about if we look nice enough to go out. We are all afraid of 
what others think of us, if they’1] like us and if they’ll accept us. 
Sometimes we pretend to be what we aren’t to please others. We 
also wonder where we are going in life, who we are as individu- 
als, do we fit in. 


‘“Atsea there are no electric bills, phone bills or clothing bills to 
pay. There is no place to spend the money you earn. There is no 
need to dress up, for there is no one to impress. This has to be 
one of the greatest aspects of sailing; society is miles away. At 
last you can be yourself and if you are not sure what yourselfis 
like, there is time to find out. 


‘Bach sunrise and sunset takes on a special meaning. Sitting 
up in the crow’s nest with ocean in every direction you can feel 
the tranquility. There is time to just think about everything you 
have done, time to think of all the things you have yet to do. 
There is no limit at sea. You can be you and not be doubtful or 
afraid. 


“Being at sea offers you a sense of pride and accomplishment. 
Seeing the sails set and feeling the power of the wind moving 
the boat, you realize that you are a part of it all. You have 
hauled those lines until your hands sting and your back aches 
and the result is a boat gliding through the water, powered by 
Nature. 


‘“Atsea I have learned what teamwork is, what understanding 
is, how good it feels to like yourself and what you are doing. The 
ocean has so much to offer each one of us. You will never know 


what kind of a person you are mentally, physically and emo- 
tionally until you go to sea.”’ 
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Sail Training Frogram Overview 


In the pages that follow, ships that returned an ASTA survey in late 
1981 are featured. The information presented is quoted from the survey 
forms and brochures. No endorsement or guarantees are intended or 
implied. 


Generally, sail training programs: 


- Aim at persons 15 years of age or older. Younger children may be in- 
cluded with adults in group, family or school day sails or marine science 
cruises. ; : 

- Are open to both males and females (although not necessarily at the 
same time. ) 

- Do not require sailing experience, except for crew positions, of course. 
Above all, trainees need enthusiasm and the ability to work and live with 
a group in the close quarters of a ship. 

- Prefer that all trainees swim well enough to keep afloat for at least 
five-minutes while fully-dressed. 

- Offer different kinds and levels of learning experiences and course 
work. Educational prerequisites depend on the courses and credits 
offered. 

- Are operated under U.S. Coast Guard safety regulations. Many ships 
venture no more than 20 miles from a harbor and are rarely underway 
overnight. 

- Charter to groups but also take individuals aboard. 

- Cost $15.00 to $60.00 per day per person, depending on the season, the 
group size,the length of the session, program, cruising area, 
accommodations, food, captain, crew, educational staff and sponsoring 
organization. 


Few programs are able to offer financial aid. Trainees are encouraged 
to seek local support from civic groups, the business world, or youth 
agencies.

Sail training on ADVENTURESS is full of tradition, encouraging 
a healthy respect for the sea and an appreciation for the special 
Opportunities of a sea-oriented program. (See ASTA Summer Sail 
Opportunities of 1982.) ADVENTURESS trainees learn: 
-THe excitement of seeing the sails they have raised catch the wind 
-That friendships are made better by sharing adventure and effort 
-To realize that safety standards are a way of survival 
-The thrilling, timeless lessons of the sea. 


Duties are shared by 30 trainees, ages 14 and up, who are divided 
into crews. They rotate responsibilities throughout the day, 
Standing all watches, cleaning ship, doing galley duty, and Sailing 
stations. Instruction sessions are held, including the information 
neeced to perform the duties above. Learning is by doing. 


There is still time for exploring on shore when at anchor, for 

small boat sailing in sailing dinghies carried aboard, or for 

"me" time. Participants learn about their own worth and the special 
value of their shipmates as they see the need for cooperation and 
discipline. 


Trainees are encouraged to do as much as they can, within the limits 
of safety. Ship's crew are there to instruct and assist, but not to 
do it all themselves. The schooner is inspected and operated as a 
U.S. Coast Guard passenger-carrying vessel. The crew is made up of 
volunteers who have been trainees and/or have helped to maintain 

the vessel. Others may also apply. Two or three adults may accom- 
pany trainee groups of 25-30. 


Special sessions may focus on marine biology, maritime heritage, 
preservation, or other such topics. College courses and credit 
may be arranged, according to the needs of the group. 


ADVENTURESS was built as a yacht in 1913, to be sailed from 
Maine to the Bering Sea to collect Arctic specimens for a museum 
of natural history. In 1915 the ship was sold to the San Francisco 
Bar Pilots who used her off the Golden Gate until the late 50's. 
Then, ADVENTURESS was bought by a Seattle ship broker and taken to 
the Northwest. After 3 or 4 owners, she was acquired by a group 
interested in Sea Scout programs. She has been owned and operated 
by Youth Adventure, Inc. since the early 60's, in constant service 
for youth training under sail. More than 7500 young people have 
Sailed aboard her, many of them Sea Explorers and Girl Scouts 

from all over the country.

ASTRAL cruised extensively under her former owner, taking part in 
many STA and ASTA races and events. She has crossed the Atlantic 
four times and cruised from the North Sea to the Mediterranean, 
sailed the Pacific from Tahiti to the Marquesas, and spent several 
seasons in the Caribbean. The U.S. Naval Academy Sailing Squadron 
cruised ASTRAL to Halifax, N.S., Ireland, the Azores, and Bermuda in 
1979, raced in the ASTA Bosten-Kristansand, Norway race in 1980, and 
cruised Maine, Nova Scotia, Bahamas, Bermuda, and Florida in 1981. 


Up to eighteen U.S. Naval Academy midshipmen make up the trainee 
crew. Cruise credit involves intensive instruction in seamanship, 
navigation, engineering, and leadership, using offshore cruises. 

A mother-watch system is used, with two watches on deck (watch and 
watch) and the third watch on mother watch for 24 hours. 

Training is directed by an Active Duty Naval Officer as Master, 
plus three officers and one permanent crew. 


The season extends from March 15 to December 15, with one trans- 
atlantic cruise/race or three Western Atlantic cruises, plus 
several Chesapeake Bay training cruises in a typical year.

BILL OF RIGHTS offers sail training in special sessions for up to 
32 trainees, ages 15-25. (See ASTA Summer Sail Opportunities for 
1982.) Trainees stand regular watches, work on deck, aloft, and 
in the steward's department. After learning general seamanship, 
piloting, navigation, and ship maintenance, a trainee may serve 
as captain-of-the-watch. 


Advanced sail training is offered in an apprentice program 
described in detail on the next page. Further training aboard 
can lead to U.S. Coast Guard licensing. 


The romantic era of New England's seafaring days was revived with 
the launching of the schooner BILL OF RIGHTS. With her sails 
filled with a fresh Northest breeze, this authentic replica 

of an 1856 gaff-rigged topsail schooner reawakens old memories of 
Yankee Clipper ships. Great care was taken to include the utmost 
in modern safety features and the ship meets the most stringent 
requirements of the U.S. Coast Guard and other agencies. Guest 
accommodations are comfortably designed for windjammer cruising, 
with private washing facilities and easy access to shower and head.

Schooner “Bill of Rights’ 


APPRENTICE SEAMEN PROGRAM 


The Apprentice Seaman Program is an advancement of the Sail Training Program. The ‘Bill of 
Rights” is presently providing berths (3) a month for individuals interested in learning the art of 
seamanship aboard a large schooner. The program is for a one month period. 


The apprentice will, in most cases, if he is in school, receive scholastic credits for his time 
aboard. To receive credit, the program must be accepted and coordinated with the school’s 
Guidance Counselor or Counseling Department. 


Requirements: 


Age — 16-22 years of age 
Period of time is for one month aboard the vessel

The BRILLIANT Program is a sea-going training course conducted 
aboard Mystic Seaport Museum's schooner. Its aim is to teach 
young people how to live and work together on a small ship, 

plus practical application of sailing and seamanship. The 
development of the personal values of teamwork and mutual under- 
standing essential to the crew of any ship are emvhasized. 
Aboard the BRILLIANT the participants are the crew, and they do 
all the ship work including sail handling, cooking, and cleaning 
under the direction of the captain and mate. 


Trainees must have participated in the CONRAD program (see next 
* page) prior to sailing on the BRILLIANT. The BRILLIANT program 
is open to organized groups or individuals between the ages of 
15 and 20. Organized groups shall consist of one adult leader 

and nine mariners. All must be competent swimmers. 


A typical day on BRILLIANT includes an early breakfast, vessel 
washdown, polishing brass, and other deckwork before getting 
underway.

Everyone pitches in to handle 
sail, while those off-watch may practice piloting skills, 

Or simply relax and enjoy the fun of sailing. At anchor, there 
is usually time for a swim, to go ashore, or to stay aboard for 
an evening of storytelling of song in the main cabin.

Sailing the Hudson River Sloop CLEARWATER is like stepping

The EAGLE, tallest of all U.S. tall ships has been called a 
floating national monument. Invariably, it is on the decks 

and in the rigging of the EAGLE that the young men and women 

of the Coast Guard Academy get their first taste of salt air 

and life at sea. From this experience they develop a respect 
for the wind and sea which carry them through out their lifetime. 


On the EAGLE, cadets have a chance to practically apply the 
navigation, engineering and other training they receive at the 
Coast Guard Academy. As upperclassmen, they perform functions 
normally handled by officers. They guide the ship and serve as 
the leaders they will one day become in the Coast Guard. As 
underclassmen, they fill positions normally taken by the enlisted 
crew of a ship, including watches at the helm. They handle the 
more than 20,000 square feet of sail and over 20 miles of rigging. 
Over 200 lines must be coordinated during a major ship maneuver 
and the cadets must learn the name and function of each line.

Groups will participate in all aspects of the trip from hoisting the sails to collecting research 
data. Subject matter and level of instruction are tailored to meet the needs and interests of

PROGRAM SELECTIONS 
INTRODUCTORY SCIENCE 


1. Introduction to the Marine Environment: a general overview of the coastal environment. 
Concepts of energy flow, food webs, adaptations, and problems of man are explored through 
the contents of plankton tows, otter trawl and benthic grab. Non-biologicai factors such 
as salinity, tides, and dissolved oxygen are also considered. 


2. Instrumentation: useful to groups already studying marine science and interested in 
application through direct measurement. In this curriculum, various pieces of equipment 
available aboard the boat will be demonstrated and resultant data analyzed. The equip- 
ment includes a DO meter, salinometer, Ph meter, plankton tow, otter trawl, bottom grab, 
van Dorn bottle water collection, density determination, and chemical analysis kits. 


3. Coastal and Estuarine Ecology: a one-day program concerning basic ecological concepts 
relating to marshes, rocky intertidal, and estuarine zones. The day is divided into two 
segments: on shore, in which the students learn about distribution, interspecific inter- 


actions, taxonomy, and adaptation by studying the organisms in their habitat; and on 
board the J.N. CARTER, in which a shortened version of program #1 is offered. 


ADVANCED SCIENCE 


4. Chemistry: the nature of the water environment is demonstrated by tests of its chemical 
characteristics and that of the substrate. Comparison of both fresh water and marine 
areas can be directly studied aboard our research vessel. 


5. Ecology: advanced ecological study of various marine environments. Concepts learned in 
introductory programs are applied to open water, estuaries, harbors, sandy and rocky 
bottoms, islands, beaches, and mudflats. All biotic and abiotic factors are investigated. 


This trip is best suited for students already familiar with the fundamentals of marine 
science. 


6. Teacher Workshops: workshops designed to permit educators to augment their knowledge of 
Marine science and to learn the techniques used aboard our research vessel. These 
programs are offered on weekends during the school year and as one-week courses during 
the summer. 


7. Marine Cruise: a one-week program that integrates and enlarges the context of the 
preceding courses. During the five-day trip, which touches varied areas along the 
Connecticut coastline, students undertake specific research projects under the direction 
of a qualified scientist. This program is normally offered only in the summer and in 
conjunction with a college or university.

8. A Six-week College Preparatory Program for High School Students in marine arts and sciences 
combining formal classroom work in biology, history, art, literature, economics, and social 
policy with a five-day circumnavigation of Long Island Sound aboard the J. N. CARTER and 
rigorous field training in similar disciplines. Students are officially enrolled in Yale 
University Summer Program, and must reside on the Yale campus. Program is under the 
direction of Yale faculty and Schooner staff.

The Mystic Mariner 
Programs 
‘T° those who would go upon the sea and use it, 


the sea imparts many lessons. A seaman 
must be skilled in the craft or the sea will find him out. 
The sea teaches a sailor self-reliance, strength of 
mind and body, and respect for the ship and fellow 
seamen. These are values that helped shape 
America. In the belief that they are as valid as 
ever, the Mystic Mariner Programs are offered to 
instill these values in young people by teaching 
them to go upon the sea. 

Mystic Seaport Museum, Inc. is a museum 
dedicated to the preservation of the artifacts, skills, 
values and traditions of American maritime history. 
Concerned primarily with the maritime commerce of 
the nineteenth century, the Seaport’s collections 
contain several large ships, including the only 
surviving wooden whaling ship, Charles W. Morgan; 
over 200 small craft, extensive collections of maritime 
and folk art; models of the many kinds of vessels man 
has used to go upon the sea; a research library of 
30,000 books and 300,000 manuscripts concerning all 
phases of American maritime history; and a collection 
of craft shops that perpetuate maritime related skills. 
These collections are housed at the Seaport, located on 
the site of one of the shipyards that made Mystic an 
important nineteenth century shipbuilding center. 

The schooling of young people in the ways of the 
sea has been one of the primary objectives of the 
Seaport since its founding in 1929. With its acquisi- 
tion of the training ship Joseph Conrad in 1947, 
the Seaport began to realize this objective. Since 
1949, more than 22,000 boys and girls from num- 
erous states and several foreign countries have 
participated in the Mariner Programs.

The Brilliant 


he Brilliant, a 61-foot auxiliary schooner, is 

one of the finest sailing yachts ever built. 
She was launched in 1932 from the yard of Henry B. 
Nevins in City Island, N.Y. She has participated 
in several Bermuda races, and in 1933 made a trans- 
atlantic crossing from Block Island to Bishop's 
Rock. in 15 d. 1 h. 23 m., close to a record. In 
World War II she served with the Coast Guard, and 
was refitted as a yacht after the war by Briggs S. 
Cunningham, who gave her to the Seaport in 1953 to 
use as a training vessel. She is equipped with a 97 h.p. 
Diesel engine, ship-to-shore radio, radio direction 
finder, radar and other up-to-date navigational 
aids. She carries 2,400 square feet of sail, and 
is inspected annually by the U.S. Coast Guard to 
ensure that she fully meets the safety requirements 
for small, passenger-carrying vessels. The Brilliant 
is manned by a professional captain and mate who 
are licensed by the Coast Guard. They are responsible 
for the safety of the ship and crew at all times. 
The Brilliant cruises the waters of southern New 
England, including Long Island Sound, Buzzard’s 
Bay and Narragansett Bay. 


The Joseph Conrad 


B in Copenhagen in 1882 as the Georg Stage, 
this illustrious vessel served as a training 
ship for the Danish Merchant Marine until 1934, 
when she was purchased by the well-known English 
sea captain and author, Alan Villiers, renamed 
Joseph Conrad, and sailed around the world. In 
World War II, the Conrad was given to the U:S. 
Maritime Commission as a training ship. In 1947, 
she was deeded by Congress to Mystic Seaport.

The topsail schooner PRIDE OF BALTIMORE was built by the City 
of Baltimore to commemorate its maritime heritage and celebrate 
its modern urban renaissance.

On the research vessel REGINA MARIS, sail training is secondary 
to science and research. College credit is available as 
students assist researchers, take formal classes, stand 
.watches, and help in the ship's routine. The ship will hold

Schooner RICHARD ROBBINS was built in 1902 as an oyster dredger 
on Delaware Bay until she was put into the windjammer cruise 
business in Maine in 1967. In 1978 she was bought by Kempton 
Webb, Columbia University Professor of Geography. He moved the 
ship to Lake Champlain to reintroduce the age of sail to that 
most historic and scenic area. 

Sail training is offered to charter groups of up to 16, all of 
whom should be over 15 years of age. Trainees engage in normal 
deck work, line handling, setting sails, plotting courses, and 
galley duties.

Thank you for asking about the Schooner Richard Robbins and the weekly vacation cruises we've 
planned for you on spectacular Lake Champlain. 


Those of you familiar with the windjammer cruises along the Maine coast will be pleasantly surprised 
by the ideal swimming temperatures and the lack of tides, currents, and fog on Lake Champlain. The Lake 
is over 100 miles long and 12 miles wide at its widest, and up to 400 feet deep, with\dozens of delightful 
coves, islands, and sheltered anchorages where we become explorers ashore, as did Samuel de Champlain 
and Benedict Arnold centuries ago. 


The Richard Robbins was purchased by me in early 1978 in Rockland, Maine where it had enjoyed 
11 years in the cruising trade. I have lived and sailed for six summers on Lake Champlain, and think it is 
the most beautiful body of water and surrounding scenery in the world. I might add that I am a professional 
geographer, and have traveled and lived in many parts of the world. What I am hoping to accomplish is to 
reintroduce the age of commercial sail to that most historic and beautiful region of North America where 
the reminders of the indigenous, English, and French heritages are ever present. 


The Robbins is the smallest of the windjammers, and one of the prettiest in hull form and line. 
She is of course large compared to the average family sailboat, and is extremely sturdy and stable. She was 
built in 1902 in Greenwich, New Jersey for speed and performance in light airs in the oyster trade on 
Delaware Bay until the 1960’s when she moved to Maine. The schooner has been completely rebuilt from 
the bow all the way to the galley aft, and she has new cabins and deckhouses. 
I hope that you will come to share our appreciation of her strong traditional design and looks. 


Won’t you join us and turn back the clock a hundred years to savor the simple satisfactigns and 
pleasures when people lived and worked with Nature and not against it?

The Sea Education Association offers a semester length program structured to provide college undergradu- 
ates with a rigorous theoretical and practical introduction to the oceans. Sea Semester 1 is designed to form a 
regular part of college undergraduate education. 


SHORE COMPONENT 


Students spend the first half of Sea Semester in Woods Hole receiving classroom and laboratory instruction in 
the following ocean related courses: Introduction to Marine Science (3 credits). Oceanographic concepts are 
introduced and developed from their bases in biology, physics, chemistry, and geology. The course provides a 
broad background in oceanography. Independent of navigation (piloting, celestial, and electronic), naval archi- 
tecture, ship construction, marine engineering systems, and ship management are taught from their bases in 
astronomy and physics. Man and the Sea (2 credits). An interdisciplinary course which includes the political, 
economic, social and cultural results of man’s use of the sea for recreation, scientific research, food, fuel, minerals 
and energy-efficient transportation. Students are introduced to the elements of maritime history, law, literature 
and art necessary to appreciate our maritime heritage and to understand contemporary maritime affairs. 


SEA COMPONENT 


Students spend the second half of Sea Semester aboard the research vessel Westward, enrolled in Nautical 
Science Laboratory (4 credits) and Marine Science Laboratory (4 credits). Theoretical concepts developed 
ashore are given practical application at sea during a training and research cruise aboard a modern 100-foot 
topsail schooner, equipped for oceanographic data collection, staffed by scientists and professional officers. 
Students participate in all aspects of the vessel’s mission. Lectures and on-the-job training prepare students to 
assume increasing responsibilities in maintenance and operation of equipment, hydrographic stations, record 
keeping, navigation, and other shipboard duties.

BSerthing: Up to 24 students or trainees are berthed in two 6-berth cabins and 
three 4-berth cabins, Males and females are berthed in separate cabins. Every 
cabin has hot and cold running water and there are showers aboard, 


Meals: Food aboard ship tends to be simple but hearty, wholesome and 
plentiful, In addition to the regular three meals, snacks are provided for those 
standing night watches, 


What to bring: Travel light! Stowage space aboard ship is limited. Absolutely 
do not bring a suitcase or other rigid luggage -- there is no room to store it, 
Use a sea bag or duffle! 

Bring everything you will need, such as toothpaste, suntan 
lotion or sun screen, soap and other personal hygiene items. There are no 
drug stores at sea, 

Deck shoes with non-skid soles, not tennis shoes, are a must, 

Rain gear, preferably pants and jacket, may be useful. 

Nights at sea can be cool, so bring a sweater or windbreaker. 

Bring a hat that shades your face, 


Do NOT bring: Portable radios or tape players 
Electric appliances (hair dryers, etc. ) 


Extras: You may also wish to bring a camera, binoculars, sketching materials, 
snorkling (not SCUBA) equipment, or fishing tackle.

WHAT IS SAIL TRAINING? 


Sail training cruises include a wide variety of experiences which satisfy the 
adventurous and the studious, the athletic and the artistic. Living and working 
conditions on board ship are rugged, but in spite of this trainees feel a high sense 
of involvement, satisfaction, and accomplishment at the conclusion of a cruise. 
However, a sail training experience is definitely not a windjammer week, and someone 
expecting that will not be happy signing on with us. 


Shortly after you report on board for a training cruise, you will be assigned to 
a watch section. All of your training will take place in the watch section and all of 
your at-sea duties will be fulfilled as part of your assigned watch section. Watches 
are changed every four hours around the clock and every trainee is expected to serve 
on his watch every time it is called--day and night. Watch duties may include: 


..working the ropes and lines when changing course or when bracing the 
yards around; 
..watching for other ships, small boats, changes in weather, signal 
lights and buoys; 
.-work in the galley; 
..general maintenance work such as sanding and varnishing, cleaning the 
heads, polishing brass; 
..-basic navigation; 
...making and furling sail; 
..-Splicing and knot tying. 


Strict discipline is necessary and expected on any vessel. When you are given an 
order or instruction you MUST--for your own safety and, at times, that of the entire 
ship--carry it out immediately to the best of your ability, even if there is no one 
supervising you. Be aware that you will be at the bottom of the chain of command, and 
be prepared to follow tradition; the Captain is ALWAYS right (he is right because no 
matter what happens on his ship, he has the full responsibility for it). 


GOALS OF SAIL TRAINING 


1. To enable trainees to acquire experience at sea under sail in an environment creating 
the maximum possible individual responsibility for operation and safe navigation of 
his vessel. 


2. To provide trainees with an understanding of the importance of shipboard responsi- 
bilities in the successful operation of a sailing vessel. 


3. To provide trainees with practical basic piloting and celestial navigation experience. 


4. To provide trainees with practical experience in seamanship, boat handling, watch 
standing, and preventive maintenance on vessels where the importance of such 
professional skills is immediately demonstrable. 


5. To provide trainees with an exposure to the general areas of marine biology, 
maritime history, ship design and construction, and environmental control. 


6. To foster the growth of self-knowledge, self-discipline, and self-confidence on the 
part of trainees, and to promote a tolerance for and a consideration toward others 
by trainees; to enhance their physical well-being, and to promote their emotional 
and spiritual maturity.
